Army Discharges for Security Risks 


The Arrsy is reported to be reviewing" 


al! cases of soldiers discharged as security 
risks between 194S and 1955. Where the 
original findings now appear harsh, the 
former soldier's discharge is upgraded to 
the level which may now appear fair. In 
about half of the cases reviewed so far. 
grants of leave pay and ether benefits have 
been raade. 


Uader present regulations the Army f ol- 


!o\vs whs: is termed "common sense" 
judgment on subversive associations and is 
reouired to give consideration to the quali- 
tv of the person's military service in fixing 
the kind of discharge granted. Under the 
former regulations the Army sometimes is- 
sued iess-than-honorable discharges 
for 


subversive associations which pre-dated the 
subject's entry into the Army. 


In the meantime the Army is in court 


in two cases which are expected to deter- 
mine whether it may give less-than-honor- 
ah]p discharges to draftees who bad excel- 
lent service records. Both plaintiffs were 
charged with having associated with com- 
munists prior to their induction. 


The questions raised are whether the 


courts have power to review Army dis- 
charges, whether less-than-honorab!e dis- 
charges cause the victim any legal injury, 
and whether the practice of basing dis- 
charges on pre-mduction activity violate 
the laws or the Constitution. 


The government is relying on the opin- 


ion that the courts are prohibited by law 
from reviewing military discharges. This 
opinion was supported in the lower courts 
and in 1953 the Supreme Court refused to 
order the discharge of a physician who had 
been inducted under the doctor's draft law 
but was not given medical duties for security 


reasons. At that time the court said, "Judges 
are not given the task of running the Army. 
Orderly government requires that ihe ju- 
diciary be as scrupulous not to interfere 
with legitimate Army matters as the Army 
must be not to interfere in judicial mat- 
ters."' Four members of the majority in 
that case are not on the court now. 


The argument for the discharged per- 


sons is that an honorable discharge would 
get the alleged subversive person out of the 
senice as effectively as any other, and that 
giving less-than-honorable discharges vio- 
lates the Fifth amendment. The Fifth amend- 
ment provides that no person may be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property without 
due process of law. The claim is that the 
Army discharge process is not due process 
of law. and that those given less-than-hon- 
orable discharges have been deprived of 
their rights. 


No one can predict what the present 


court will think of this matter. But it is ob- 
vious that the Army authorities think some 
of the discharges issued were unfair. The 
action being taken to correct them may be 
a purely routine matter. It also may have 
some influence upon the cases before the 
court. 


Some of the discharges issued for rea- 


sons of earlier subversive associations were 
unwise. They should be corrected. On the 
other hand, the court was wise in the past 
in leaving the running of the Army to the 
Army. A dangerous subversive agent might 
easily be drafted into the Army, and he 
might also carefully and with purpose main- 
tain an excellent record. Should the Army 
be required to give him an honorable dis- 
charge, and if so to what use might he put 
such a discharge?

Constitution Puts Limitations on 


Combining Fire and Police Departments 
ike-Khrushchev Private Meeting 


Mayor Ivan Ivestingen of Madison has 


announced that a study will be made to de- 
termine the feasibility of combining the 
fire and police departments of Wisconsin's 
capital city. He points out that a number of 
cities across the country have tried out this 
experiment in recent years, with appar- 
ent general success. 


The idea, of course, is to make more ef- 


ficient use of the time now spent *by police 
and firemen, especially the latter, in sitting 
around headquarters waiting for an emer- 
gency to occur. By the very nature of their 
occupation firemen must spend a lot of 
time doing odd jobs around the firehouse 
or doing nothing at all. Yet?of course when 
a fire breaks out these men become very 
important — if they were not ready, much 
loss of life and property could result. 


in cities where fire and police depart- 


ments have been combined the police squad 
ear generally has been replaced by a sta- 
tion-wagon type vehicle equipped for both 
fire and police work. The men manning 
these vehicles are trained for both fire and 
police work. Experience has shown that 
about 95 per cent of their time will be spent 
on police work, yei when a fire occurs they 
become johnnies-on-the-spot with the prop- 
er equipment and training to meet the 
emergency. 


All idle time at the firehouse cannot be 


eliminated, however. Some fire specialists 


must be ready in case a really big fire oc- 
curs. Fewer of them are needed, however, 
since the police-fire teams in the station 
wagons can handle routine fire calls. 


Municipal officials who have studied 


this problem point out that most of the 
cities where this experiment has been tried 
successfully have little industry; many of 
them are suburban communities such as 
Evanston and Highland Park, HI., and Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., made up almost entirely 
of residences and stores. The question has 
been raised whether cities with large indus- 
trial plants (all the Fox Cities except Little 
Chute fit this description) would dare to 
cut their stand-by fire fighting forces that 
become so vital when an industrial fire 
breaks out. 


Yet the possibilities of savings for the 


taxpayers, and of more efficient use of man- 
power and equipment, make the idea well 
worth studying. Evanston, for instance, re- 
ports a saving of 890.000 to S100.000 a 
year; Fort Lauderdale points out the sav- 
ing caused when expensive equipment does 
not have to be sent out for small fires, and 
adds that "use of the security patrol to rein- 
force regular police patrols has resulted in 
a large increase in ... 
arrests for traffic 


violations."' Sunnyvale. Calif., reports a 20 
to 25 per cent saving in operating costs. 


The results of the Madison study should 


prove interesting to other Wisconsin com- 
munities. 


Getting on the Arterials 


,.«The State Bar of Wisconsin directs at- 
-* 
tention to a recent change in Wisconsin 
law which is important to all motorists. In 
the past a motorist arriving at an arterial 
highway was required to come to a full 
stop, but then he might enter the highway 
on even terms with the cars on the high- 
way. However, not many drivers dared ex- 
ercise their rights on entering highways, 
and safety directors found little comfort in 
the law. 


Today the driver must corne to a full 


stop at an arterial sign, but he cannot enter 
the arterial highway until "it is absolutely 
safe" to do so. The law says other drivers 
must yield the right-of-way to vehicles using 
the arterial highway, and the information 
from the State Bar is that if the car enter- 
ing the highway is hit, it wjll be no excuse 
for its driver to say the oncoming car was 
speeding.

Furthermore, while 
Soviet Russia owns a num- 
ber of satellites into which it 
can send troops to repress 
the people as It did into Hun- 
gary, the United States is 
bound by a treaty with the 
United^ Nations and with the 
NATO powers and with the 
SEATO powers to keep them 
fully informed and to give 
due consideration to their 
views. 


Ike Can't Act Alone 


The president of the United 


States is therefore in no po- 
sition to act as though he 
alone m a t t e r e d and as 
though his opinion must pre- 
vail. He is circumscribed by 
the constitution and is bound 
by treaty relationships. Al- 
though it is true that some 
presidents, particularly such 
a one as Franklin D. Roose-

and often r e v e r s e them- 
selves. For instance, where- 
as Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was the most popular presi- 
dent ever chosen at the be- 
ginning of his career, not 
e\ en his ardeni admirers 
will «ay that currently the 
American people unanimous- 
ly hold him in such esteem. 


While it i<= possible in So- 


\:et Russia to acknowledge 
Khrushche 
a« the leader of 


the country, it is not posMble 
for an intelligent man to hold 
such a position concerning 
any president of the United 
States. He is not even the 
leader of his own party ana 
historically rarely has been. 
In Soviet Russia, it is true of 
the first sec-rotary of the 
communist party, "he leads 
and I follow , in the United 
States the nature of citizen- 


ship Is such that the right of 
the citizen to the exercise of 
free judgment is constitu- 
tionally guaranteed and at 
least once every two years. 
it is the function of citizen- 
ship to vote for or against 
national public officers. At 
least once every four years, 
a president stands before ine 
people for their decision as 
to his worthiness and If he 
runs for a second time, it 
amounts to a referendum as 
to whether the people regard 
him as competent to hold 
office at all. 


Couldn't be Secret 


Should the American peo- 


ple in 1958 overwhelmingly 
vote Democratic. Eisenhow- 
er would be a very lame 
duck indeed, as such an elec- 
tion would be regarded as a 
referendum on -the Eisen- 
hower policies. The president 
Is therefore a very different 
kind of official from the first 
secretary of the communist 
party USSR. The latter is an 
autocrat who does not rule 
by divine right but because 
he has manipulated himself 
Into supreme power; the for- 
mer is a servant of his peo- 
ple, limited by the constitu- 
tion and the voters" confi- 
dence In his ability to serve 
them, to maintain their hon- 


or and dignity and to pre- 
serve us a nation. Fortunate- 
ly the American people have 
been spared from both abso- 
lutism and the leadership 
principle. 


A m e e t i n g berw e e n 


Khrushchev and Eisenhower 
therefore could not accomp- 
lish more than if our prin- 
cipal allies were also pres- 
ent, because they would have 
to be informed or we might 
find ourselves without bases 
and without allies. As mat- 
ters stand today, it would be 
much more important and 
more effective to straighten 
out our growing agenda of 
difficulties with Canada than 
to worry too much about So- 
viet Russia because the in- 
creasing antagonism of Can- 
ada could impair our own 
defenses and weaken Can- 
ada's. Also, we need to ce- 
ment our relatins with Latin 
America where we are no 
longer too well regarded In 
most countries. 


We might give our total ab- 


sorption with Soviet Russia 
a holiday and attend to some 
real and pressing, if less 
dramatic, problems.
